Claims 1-15 

The subject matters of claims 1-15 appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 cited in 
the ISR. 

Document 1 describes various Cdc7 kinases including human Cdc7 kinase. However, document 1 
does not describe human H37 protein as a protein capable of being bonded to human Cdc7 kinase for 
inhibiting the kinase activity. Such a protein is not obvious to a person skilled in the art either. 
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
